I am not satisfied in my mind, what it is 
that Peter meant by dignities ; however he 
could not mean hireling priests, therefore lam 
net in danger of speaking evil of dignities, by 
speaking against hireing men to preach ; the 
word dignities does not mean men of any sort, 
it means principles, powers, or attributes; and 
men become dignitaries, not dignities, in pro-

“ These are wells without water.” Wells 
are artificial things, constructed for the’ pur-~ 
pose of water oozing in, and accumalating in 
such quantities, as to serve the owners with - 
water as they want it, When con- 
struct hireling priests, and ider them as 
wells containing living water, from: whence 
they can have a needful supply, tley are then 
wells without water. You sir, there is 
an establishment in this village, at whieh four 
or five thousand dollars a Jade, 
in constructing these sort of w: 

* Clouds that are carried with a tempest,” 
Jude saith. “Clouds without water carried - 
about of winds.” This i 
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without clouds, but hired priests are “ clouds 
without water, carried about of winds.” if we 
look at them at different times, and in differ- 
ent places, we shall find they have been carri- 
ed about by the common custom of the place, 
and spirit of the times in which they have liv- 
ed, to any thing and every thing; truly they 
are carried about of winds, for the word wind 
in this case, you must wre ae means 
e current of common custom. The Wesleyan 
Methodist hired preachers in England, are 
professed royalists; but in the United States 
anti-royalists. What is the reason? because 
they are carried about of winds, the current 
of common custom, It isthe same with hired 
@riests of other sects, “to whom the mist of 
darkness.is reserved for ever,” that is a hired 
ministry never did, nor never will be able to 
discover, and make known the true light. To 
Such a proceeding (a hired ministry) is reser- 
ed the mist of darkness from the beginning of 
time to the end. Disprove this awful asser- 
tion, all ye hired Reverends, if you can. 
he next discription is, they speak great 
swelling words of vanity, and allure through 
the lust of the flesh (taste for doctrine) and 
wantonness (about religion) those who live in 
error. Need I say any thing about the great 


‘ swelling words of vanity that teem from the 


pulpits out of the mouths of hireling priests, 
about the schemes and money making plans 
of the day -in which they live? andis it not 
apparent in our day, how people are allured 
to run after hireling priests through their lust, 
(taste for doctrine,) and do not the Christian 
world exhibit much wantonness in some run- 
ning one way and some another, from the 
same house or neighbourhood, as if the Chris- 
tian religion was a mere fanciful exercise. 
However this alluring, this wantonness must 
continue, till the people assume that manli- 
ness that belongs to a Christian, and then they 
will assemble, not according to their lust for 
doctrine but according to general convenience, 
and there conduct themselves in such a way 
as will demonstrate that they are neither lead 
nor silenced by a hireling priest. 

I now come to the 19th verse which is the 
last you mention. “While they promise 
them liberty, (those they allure) they them- 
selves are the servants of corruption.” — It is 
fashionable in our day to promise the people 
they have liberty to choose their own minis- 
ters, and the people seem to be under no ap- 

rehension that they can make a wrong choice. 
they are satisfied they think it must be well 
with them, svhile the priests themselves are 
the servants of some corrupt system, which 
isgreatly matured by their yearly associations, 
convocations, and conferences; since the peo- 
pile broke loose from the bondage of having 
sired priests forced upon them, and forced to 
support them, the priests have been, as Peter 
saith, ‘sporting themselves with their own 
deceivings” by promising the ~ le they kad 
liberty to choose who should be their preach- 
er and what they anv ny to his support. 
In this they have succeeded greatly, to allure 
the people after them. But sir, there must 
be an end to these deceivings, the truth soon- 
er or later must come out. Which is, that 
we are not entitled to any such liberty, as to 
choose who shall or who shall not, teach us 
religion? either individually or collectively, 
the Lord never gave such a prerogative te 
ahy man or number of men. As people discov- 
er this truth, and are able to follow it, there 
must be an end of hireing men to preach, 
and a friendly disposition take place, which 
will enable us to say we have all one common 
right, end should be allowed to exercise it as 
we are able. 
In your last sentence you express your de- 
sive that, “the author of confusion may gain 
no further advantage over me, but that the 
author of peace may direct us,” &c. I suppose 
you mean the devil as the author of confusion.

earth, I am come not to send peace, but a 
sword,” see..JMat. x. 34. this sword sir, will 
not be wielded in favour of some ism, but in 
favour of, or else against equal rights and 
privileges; judge for yourself which. 

You seem to anticipate confusion as the 
consequence of liberty of speech in religious 
meetings, you are not alone in this surmise, 
most of the religious world will join you in 
this ; yes, the confusion that will ensue will be 
like that which takes place when a house falls 
that was built on the sand; the general fear 
and opposition that the religious world mani- 
fests against liberty of speech in religious 
meetings, is a certain proof, that the religious 
construction formed in their minds is founded 
on sand ! for that founded on a rock cannot be’ 
moved by liberty of speech, nor any other 
powerful operation. 

The wind and rain is gathering, and you 
know such things are not under the controul 
of builders, but beat ‘against their construe- 
tions whether they will or not, and while those 
who have built on the sard are all agitation, 
vexation, and confusion, those who have 
built on a rock are composed, and tranquil 
being in peace and safety; this is the sort of 
peace that you, and me, and others should 
aspire to. And this sort of peace is the sweet- 
est and most sensibly experienced, when the 
wind is -blowing and the rain descending, 
therefore my desire is that liberty of speech 
in religous meetings may soon prevail and try 
every man’s work, of what sort it is. 

The Christian warfare however is not a per- 
sonal warfare, therefore whatever wars and 
fightings may take place, of amental nature, 
let our personal relations be preserved in 
peace ; in this sense Iam in peace with all 
mar and intend to keep so as much as in me 
ieth. 

You pray that the “wisdom from above” 
may direct us in all things ; do you think the 
wisdom from above will direct us to hire some 
to preach and muzzle the rest! do you think 
it will direct us to manufacture priests at the 
seminaries, and then give them flattering 
titles; hire them to preach, and have their 
persons in admiration ! as the Methodists and 
some others do ; if the wisdem from above 
leadeth to these things, I must confess I am 
not prepared to receive it at presert. It is 
very likely the Jews prayed for the coming of 
the Messiah. But te he came, not being 
such a being as they expected, he was reject- 
ed. It may be soin our day with respect to 
the “ wisdom from above,” itis prayed for a 
great deal, but my opinion is, that it is not 
such a thing as many who pray for it expect, 
and is rejected by them as much as the Jews 
rejected Christ. Itis too homely, not brilliant 
and splendid enough, does not lead to distinc- 
tions, flattering titles, and honours that com- 
eth from men, sufficient to be acceptable to 
thousands who pray for it. Now sir, 1 would 
advise you to consider well what sort of a 
thing “ wisdom front” above” is, and what it 
leads to, whether it leads some to covet and 
preach for hire, and seek for titles, distinc- 
tions and exclusive honours and privilczes, 
and whether it leads others to hire them and 
be enslaved in their minds. If you and me 
were directed by the wisdom from above, 
would it not lead us to a sameness? a one- 
ness? If then it lead you to preach, would it 
not lead me also? how dare you then pray for 
the wisdom from above; to direct us, and then 
oppose its operation, which you must do, till 
you abandon your exclusive system, and be 
on the side of equal rights and privileges. 

In conclusion allow me to express my res- 
ters towards you as a man and a Christian.
